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1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the angle claimed in 
claims 4 and 14 and more particularly 6 and 16and the parallel upper and lower sides 
claimed in claims 5 and 15 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
The sectional views must be properly cross hatched t reflect the synthetic resin of the 
claims. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Applicant is required to submit acceptable corrected drawings within the time period set 
in the Office action. See 37 CFR 1.85(a). Failure to take corrective action within the set 
period will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

If corrected drawings are required in a Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37), the new 
drawings MUST be filed within the THREE MONTH shortened statutory period set for 
reply in the "Notice of Allowability." Extensions of time may NOT be obtained under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136 for filing the corrected drawings after the mailing of a Notice 
of Allowability. 
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4. Claims 8 and 10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The method 
limitation does not appear to further limit the structure of claims 1 and 9. 

5. Applicant is advised that should claim 7 be found allowable, claim 1 1 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kobayashi JP '158, cited by applicants. 

8. Applicants' attention is directed to member 54 for example. 

9. Claims 7, 9,11 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of 
Tomizawa et al JP '428, cited by applicants. 
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To have formed the panel border such that it is bulged toward the bottom of the 
container would have been obvious in view of Tomizawa et al. 

10. Claims 2 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in view of Singier '031 . 
To have formed the convex portion as a stepped portion would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Singier at 55, 56. 

11. Claims 3, 4, 6, 13, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1, 5, 11 and 15 above, and 
further in view of Hayashi et al '081 . 

To have formed the panel with ridge lines forming an inverted v with an included 
angle between 60 and 125 degrees would have been obvious in view of Hayashi et al. 

12. Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claims 1 and 9 above, and further in view of Umeyama et al 
JP '922, cited by applicants. 

13. The circumferential draw rations is well-known in the art as shown by Umeyama 
et al. To have used such for the container would have been obvious. 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other container constructions.
